The head ws larger in proportion to the 
body than that of a dog; the ears are shorter, 
the tail much larger, the hair longer, and the 
eyes more oblique. The intestines, particularly 
the carctum, are more capacious.

LAFAYETTE IN AMERICA. 

The following account of the wreck of a steam 
| boat in which Lafayette bad taken passage, ex- 
\ tracted from Mr. Levasseur’s book, cannot fail 


| to interest our readers: — 
During the whole of the Sth we worked bard. 
| The general replied to a great number of letters, 
which were addressed to him every day from all 
parts of the Union, and dictated to me some di- 
rections to the superintendent at La Grange; in- 
dicating what changes and improvements he 
wished made before his return to France, Being 
somewhat fatigued by this labor, he retired early 
to bed, and was already asleep when, at 10 
o'clock, Mr. George Lafayette, coming below 
from the deck where he had been waking, ex- 
pressed his astonishment that, in s¢ dark a night, 
our captain did not come to. oF at least abate 
the speed of the vessel. We fully agreed in the 
justice of this remark—but beimg accustomed 
for some months to permit no d.fficulty to arrest 
us, and to travel at all times, we soon began to 
opeak of other things, and Mr. George Lafay- 
ette also laid down and slept with every feeling 
of safety. I remained, conversing with Mr. de 
Syon and correcting some notes. With the ex- 
ception of the pilot and two men, every body 
was asleep around us, and, at 11 o'clock , the pro- 
found silence that reigned on board, was only 
broken by the deep grating of the engine and 
the dashing of the water against the sides of the 
vessel.—Twelve o'clock struck, and sleep was 
beginning to invite us to repose, when our ves- 
sel suddenly received a horrible shock, and 
stopped short. At this extraordinary concussion, 
the general awoke with a start, his son sprang 
from hie bed half dressed, and I ran on deck to 
learn what was the matter. I there found two 
of our fellow passengers, whom anxiety had 
brought op, but who were returning, saying we 
tad probably struck on a sand bank and that 
there was no danger. Not trosting in this op.a- 
ion, I went imto the great cabin; al! the pas- 
geagers were in a state of great agitation, but 








was with dilliculty we could keep our footing on 
eck. The captain, assisted by two sailors, had 
brought his boat to the side, and I heard hue so. 
norous voice crying out Lafayette! Lafayette! 
put we could not reach him on account of the 
confusion around us. Nevertheless, the veesel 
heeled more and more; each moment augmented 
the danger, we felt that it was time to make « 
jast effort, and pushed into the middle of the 
crowd, where I cried, ‘here is General Lafay- 
ette!’ This exclamation produced the effect 1 
anticipated. The most profound silence suc- 
ceeded to the confusion, a free passage opened 
for us, and all those who were ready to spring 
into the boat spontaneousiv checked themselves, 
not wishing to think of their own safety before 
that of Lafayette was ascertained. The d flicul- 
ty was now, to determine the General himeelf ta 
depart before oll his fellow passengers, and al- 
most alone, for the,boat would only hold a few per- 
sons, but he was soon obliged to yield to the 
will of all, energetically expressed by each; the 
irregular concussions of the vessel and the rock- 
ing of the boat, which was more than four feet 
lower than our deck, rendered a naseaqa Levey 
im the dark. The most active young man would 
not have hazarded a leap, for, from the darkaesa, 
he would have risked plunging into the water; 
groat precautions were therefore to be adop‘ed, 
as regarded the general. 1 went first into the 
boat, and, whilst the captain kept ber as near 
as possible to ihe vessel, two persons descended 


| with the general, holding him under the shoud. 


ders. I received him in my arms, but his weight, 
added to my own, neorly capsized it, and losing 
my equiliberum, I should prohebly have fallen 
jinto the water with him, of Mr. Thebeandot, 
formerly President of the Senate of Louisiana, 
had not given me bes support, and thus saved ua 
both. 


As soon as we were assured that the 
| general was safely on beard, we pushed off 
as rapidly as possible, to prevent the other pas- 
sengers from overloading our elight batteau. Al. 
though the greatest difficulties were overcome, 
| all danger was not passed. The land was tobe 
| made, but at what distance was it from us? te- 
| wards what shore should we direct our course? 
| This, the darkness of the night prevented ue 
heen ascertaining with certamty. Our captain 
soon made up his mind with decision. Holding 
the rudder with a firm grasp, he directed us ta 
the left bank, and ordered his two saitors ta 
row gently. In less than three minutes we 
happily reached 4 bank covered with a thick 
wood, 
| In landing, our first care was to count and re. 
cognize each other; we were nine: the captaim, 
two sailors, General Lafayette, Mr. Thibeanudot, 
Doctor Shelly, carrying in bis arms a elvid of 
| about seven years of age, a daughter of a Pres- 
byterian clergyman, the father of the child and 
| myself. It was then only, that the general per- 
| ceived that his son was not with him, and imme- 
diately his habitual coolness in the presence of 
\danger sbandoned him. He began to call 
George! George! with all his strength, but hee 
voice was drowned by the cries which arore 
from the vessel and by the terrible noise made 
by the steam escaping from the engine, aod re- 
| ceived no answer. In vain, to reassure him, I 
| represented to him that his son was a good 
| ewimmer, and that he doubtless had remained 
‘on board voluntarily, and with his coolness he 
| would escape all danger. Nothing had any ef- 
| fect; he continued to traverse the shore calling 
on George. I then threw myself into the boat 
} with the captain, to go tn the succour of those 
who so much needed it. The vesee! stil! floated, 
but almost on her beam ends, The ceptem
